tion in the work,

Forestry Association. 

“It has taken Canada a long time 
to realize that the forests were the 
most important assets of the country. 
We must reserve what nature has in- 
tended should be reserved.” 

George E. Chown, of Kingston, in 
his presidential address, reviewed the 
work of the year and the advances in 
the work of conservation. He made a 
vigorous plea for an aggres- 
sive policy. He said that the Associa- 
tion had aroused public sentiment and 
must now bring that opinion to bear 
in securing a forward movement. The 
things for which the Association 
should work are especially: 

(1) The taking of forestry services, 
both Dominion and Provincial. out of 
politics, making way for technically 
trained men. aie § 

(2) A permanent forestry policy 
and especially a progressive policy 
with regard to the treatment of for- 
estry reserves, 

(3) Some _ efficient manner of 
uarding against forest fires. 

Mr. Chown stated that he was pleas- 
ed to know that in the same city, at 
the same time. the Railway Commis- 
sion was meeting with a view to put- 
ting through legislation to appoint fire 
wardens along the lines of railway 
in order to protect the forests. Less 


talk and resolve and more action were | 
necessary to get the Dominion and| 


Provincial Governments to do some- 
thing to save the forests. 

He was pleased to know that the 
Prime Minister was willing to bring 
the outside forestry Civil Service un- 
der the Civil Service Act, but he 
thought that the Association should 
have in its employ a trained forester 
to give advice when it was necessary. 

Archdeacon Robert J. Renison, of 
Moose Jaw, said the Forestry Depart- 
ment had been sending out as fire 
rangers men who did not know the dif- 
ference between a frying pan and a 
paddie. He was not opposed to uni- 
versity students as fire rangers but 
he was pleading for the cause of the 
Indian. 

“The time has come,” he said, “for 
the white man to get right with the 
Indians. We have in the Northland

whom I consider an asset to the coun- 
try. Lhope the Dominion and the Pro-

Mr, R. P..Campbell, DomInton Sup

Mr. Campbell said that at the north 
of Lake Winnipeg, arrangements had 
already been made to employ the In- 
; dians as fire rangers and that their 
use would probably be extended. 

In regard to college students as fire 
rangers, Mr. Aubrey White, Deputy 
Minister of Lands and Forests for On- 
| tario, said that on the whole they had 
| not given poor service. An educated 
_man of 22 was better for the purpose 
than an unintelligent lumberjack. The 
Crown lands department intended the 
exclusion of students so long as they 
were not otherwise qualified, but they 
intended to show no favor to any spec- 
jal class of man. 

If forests are to be protected from 
fires then the appointment of fire 
rangers must be taken away from the 
realms of political favoritism. 

This is the opinion of the majority 
of the delegates as expressed at the 
afternoon session. 

“So long as politicians appoint fire 
rangers, there always will be forest 
fires,” said Professor James Macoun, 
of the Geological Survey, in the course 
of a discussion on the report of fire 
legislation submitted by Dr. B. E. Fer- 
now, of the Faculty of Forestry, in the 
University of Toronto. 

“At the present it seems wholly im- 
| possible to get efficient fire rangers, 
owing to political reasons,” corrobor- 
ated Mr. Clifford Pinchot, president 
of the American Conservation Associa- 
tion. These statements were receiv- 
ed with great applause. 

Several other speakers censured the 
present system that allows inexper- 
ienced college students to act as fire 
rangers, 

Mr. E. B. Rochester, of the E. B. 
Eddy Co. severely criticized the efforts 
of the Forestry Branch of the Govern- 
ment. He claimed that fifty per cent. 
of the students sent out as fird rang- 

| ers were positively useless for the 
|; work. He advised engaging compe- 
tent Jumbermen and experienced 
woodsmen. Indians, he said, like a 
good many white men, could not be 
relied upon. 

The Hon. Sydney Fisher, ex-Min- 
ister of Agriculture, said that the late 
| government had legislated according 
to the advice submitted by the For- 
estry Association at the convention 
held in Quebec. Railway companies 
' are now held responsible for fires near 
the railroads and made to pay, up to 
$5,000 damages, if an effort is made 
to extinguish the fires and more than 
| this if no effort is made to prevent a 
fire from spreading. 

He explained that the railway com- 
mission had power to enact regula- 
| tions and rules for the railways to ob- 
serve affecting the protection of for- 
ests from fires. 

Mr. Clifford Pinchot said that it 
was primarily essential that, as soon 
as word of a forest fire was reecived 
it should be easy to get to the fire 
quickly. The whole secret of the fire: 
| fighting policy, he said, was to vet 
men to get to the fire quickly to put 
it out.

THE SUNDAY SCHOOL 


LESSON VII.—FIRST’ QUARTER, 
FOR FEB, 18, 1912. 


Text of the Lesson, Luke lil, 1-17, 
Memory Verses, 16, 17—Golden Text 
Matt. iii, 2—Commentary Preparea 
by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 


The first two verses of our lesson 
introduce us to serve men who were, 
in a certain sense, great men, but 
only one was truly great. Caesar, 
Pilate, Herod and Philip were great 
in the eyes of the world of politics as 
earth rulers. Annas and Calaphas as 
high priests were reat in the eyes 
of religious people, but only of John 
could it be truly said “great in the 
eyes of the Lord,” “not a greater pro- 
phet than John the Baptist” (Luke i, 
16; vii, 28). He was also filled with 
the Holy Spirit from his birth, so he 
must have spent his time in the wild- 
erness with God in a very special way. 

We read seven times in Num, iv, 
that the priests began their ministry 
when about thirty years of age, so we 
Judge from verse 23 of our lesson 
chapter that John. as well as Jesus, 
began their public ministry at that 
age, He knew when to come forth 
and begin, because “the word of God 
came unto him.” So the word of the 
Lord came unto him in whose spirit 
and power he went forth (I Kings 
xvii, 2, 8). From Gen, xv, § where we 
read that “the word of the Lord came 
unto Abraham,’ how many times we 
find the statement and how much it 
means of definite commission from 
heaven. How very strong it is in 
Wzek. i, 3, where we read, “The word 
of the Lerd came expressly unto Kzek- 
ial, the priest.” Unless we each for 
ourselves hear His voice in His word 
His book is not to us what it might 
be. The gospel may be said to begin 
and end with “repentance and remis- 
sion of sins” (verse 3; {, 77; xxiv, 47). 
The gospel that does not proclaiin the 
remission of sins by the blood of Jesus 
is not the gospel of the grace of God, 
but a perversion of the gospel of 
Christ (Gal. i, 6, 7). Every truly peni- 
tent soul, having received the Lord 
Jesus Christ and thus having been 
Mage a child of God and received the 
forgiveness of sins, is commissioned 
to say to every unsaved person, 
“Through this man is proclaimed un- 
to you the forgiveness of sins” (I John 
fi, 12: John i, 12; Rev, xxii, 16; Acts 
xii, 38, 39). 


The herald of the Messiah was pre- 
dicted in Isa. xl, 3; Mal. fii, 1, but in 
both places in connection with the 
great blessing upon Israel John said 
of himself that he was neither the 
Messiah nor Elijah, but just the voice 
of which Isaiah had spoken to pre- 
pare the way of the Lord (John i, 19, 
23). Both John and Jesus Christ «iif- 
fered at the hands of those who sho'! 1 
have received them (Matt. xvii, 11-1°), 
so the kingdom that was at hand ard 
would have come if the Messiah had 
been received did not come and still 
awaits the return of the King to bless 
Israel, and not till then shall all flesh 
see the salvation of God. It is after 
the Lord shall have comforted Jerusa- 
lem, when He shall be reigning in 

on. that all the ends of the earth 
shall see the salvation of our God 
(Isa. xlix, 6; lii, 7-10). This is the 
age of worldwide evangelization that 
from all nations the elect of the 
church shall be gathered and prepar-, 
ed to administer with Him as joint 
heirs the affairs of the kingdom. In 
every age true repentance must be fol- 
lowed by fruits meet by repentance, 
We must prove to people by our 
works the reality of our faith. God 
reads the heart, but people read the 
illustrations in our lives. The illus- 
trations in some books are so poor 
that they do not help the story. It 
is even so in our lives. “Not every 
one that saith * * * but he that 
doeth,” our Lord said. And else- 
where it is written that “faith with- 
out works is dead” (Matt. vii, 21; 
Jas. fi, 20). We are delivered from 
the wrath to come without any works 
of ours, but wholly through Jesus. the 
Son of God, raised from the dead (I 
Thess, i, 10). Yet, as a tree is known 
by its fruit, so the believer should be 
known by his actions, If we are new 
creatures to Christ we should walk 
ia newness of life, manifesting the 
fruit of the Spirit (Rom. vi, 22; Gal. v, 
22). The question of verses 10, 12 
and 14, “What shall we do?” remind 
us of the question in;John vi, 28, 
“What shall we do that we might 
work the works of God?” Our Lord 
replied, “This is the work of God, 
that ye believe on Him whom He hath 
} Sent.” Thus only can salvation come 
to any one. Being saved, what then? 
“Do justly, love merey and humble 
thyself to walk with God” (Mie. vi, 8, 
margin). Show sincgrity by love to 
others as opportunity offers and as 
God gives the ability. To the people, 
the’ politicians, the soldiers, He gave 
}a separate answer suited to their cir- 
cumstances, We are not to look 
around and consider what others are 
doing, but each for himself ask “Lord, 
what wilt Thou have me to do?” Con- 
cerning our looking at or thinking 
of what others are doing, we need the 
Lord's word to Peter, “What is that 
to thee? >!” or the word in

Mixed Farming 


HARVY WALTON 


On Friday Feb, 16th Mr, Hilts 
gave a most interesting lecture on 
mixed farming. 

Agriculture is the oldest and 
most independent occupation. It 
is the foundation of all other cal)- 
ings. If the farmers all stopped 
growing grain and raisiny cattle 
tut just enough for t emselves the 
people at large would stare. If | 
the farmers of the Po vden u.strict 
were to stop growing and produc- 
ing grain and be f cattle etc. Bow- 
den would be bankrupt. 

There are two kinds of farmi: g 
Exclusive grainfgrowing; the farn - 
er grows all grain and sells it at 
the elevator. The other kind the 
farmer raises stock and gives the 
yrain to his stock, this is called 
mixed farming. All experts claim 
that mixed farming is the safest. 
During a bad year the grain grow- 
erscrop is destroyed he has no 
money to pay his debts. The ether 
farmer fecds his grain to his cattle 
and has money to pay his debts 
with, 

In the mixed farming the prim- 
ary object is to get manure for the 
land. 

In the Maritime Provinces the 
people use artificial fertilizers, 
such as crushed bone, guono and 
superphosphate, Some people 
crop the land till it will grop noth- 
ing. It is ruination and a criminal 
offence to the country. In Nova 
Scotia the country is surrounded 
by large dykes. These dykes were 
built to keep out the tides which 
rise as high as sixty feet in the Bay 
of Fundy. In the dykes are locks 
which close as the tide comes in. 
In the spring they open the gates 
and when the tide comes in the 
water rises over the land, when the| 
tide is out they open tl.e gates. 
All over the land where the water 
was is ith soft mud, this 
mud ig very rich. the Maritime 
Provinces they grow frwjt to a great 
extent. The cattle are kept on pas 
tures for about two yedr., in this 
tim- it is well manured.

Agriculture is the most impor- 
tant of all the worlds callings. It 
is the oldest and most independent 
it is the foundation of a countrys 
prosperity. A farmer must have 
wisdom and knowledge tw be a suc- 
cessful farmer, as has beeu often 
repeated, “Knowledge is Power.” 

In farming there are two distinct 
systems: mixed fa~ming and exclus 
ive grain growing. Mixed farming 
has been found the safest and most 
profitable. By this system the 
grain grown ona farm is fed to 
stocx on the place. By sw doing 
they have manure to fertilize their 
land. The safety of this system 


‘can be easily recognized from this 


ast year. If the crops fail the 
armer has something elise to turn 
to. In this country where the 
grain crop is so uncertain it is easy 
to see the advantage of mixed farm 
ing. 

Exclusive grain growing is wide- 
ly used by the Canadian and in 
good seasons it pays as well if not 
better than the former system. 
The grain is sold to the elevators 
and artificial fertilizers have to be 
bought. As the farmers greatest 
consideration is in keeping the soil 
rich, ‘To procure a fertilizer is an 
important thing. There are sever 
al different kinds;—- the fertilizer 
made from crushed bones, guano, 
from the Guano islands in South 
America, and super phosphate fron 
phosphore rock, In the Maritime 


provinces water overflows the land 
and is kept their by means of gates 
or batieiux. These gates can ke 
opened or shut just as the farmer 
pleases when this water is let off a 
coating of fine mud is left evenly 
distributed over the lund. This 
mud is very rich so that the orch- 
ards and farms are; “A thing of 
beauty 1s a joy forever.“ The soil 
would be very poor and unproduct 
ive if it was not for this water 
Although the Eastern provinces 
have beautiful farms it was the 
Western part took the $1000 prize 
at Madison Square, N. Y. This 
prize was won by Mr. Sexngér Wil- 
liams of Saskatoon.
